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U.S. Opens Libya Attack Inquiry 



Backstory 

On Sept. 11 , an angry mob — in part protesting a U.S.-made anti-Muslim video 
—attacked the U.S. Consulate in Benghazi, Libya, storming the compound and 
setting it ablaze, above. U.S. Ambassador Christopher Stevens and three other 
State Department employees were killed in the attack. The Obama adminis- 
tration has withdrawn all official government personnel from Benghazi, U.S. 
officials said Monday, (the Washington post) 


Clinton says probe 
into ambassador’s 
death ‘will take time’ 

Washington 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton is pledging a full 
and open inquiry into the attack 
on the U.S. Consulate in Beng- 
hazi, Libya, amid demands from 
Congress for speedy answers to 
questions about the security of the 
mission and concerns that the FBI 
investigation into the incident has 
been delayed. 

An independent five-member 
board appointed by Clinton will 
begin this week 
looking at wheth- 
er security at the 
consulate was ade- 
quate and whether 
proper procedures 
were followed 
before, during and 
immediately after 
the attack that killed Christopher 
Stevens, the U.S. ambassador to 
Libya, and three other Americans 
on Sept. 11. 


“The men and women who serve 
this country as diplomats deserve 
no less than a full and accurate 
accounting wherever that leads, and 
I am committed to seeking that for 


them,” Clinton told reporters at the 
State Department on Wednesday. 

Republican lawmakers claim 
security at the consulate was inad- 
equate. Two House leaders have 


asserted that the Obama admin- 
istration denied repeated requests 
from U.S. diplomats in Libya to 
enhance security at the mission, 
despite a string of less deadly terror 
attacks on the consulate in recent 
months. Those included an explo- 
sion that blew a hole in the securi- 
ty perimeter and another incident 
in which an explosive device was 
tossed over the consulate fence. 

Republicans have questioned 
whether the Obama administration 
has been hiding key information 
or hasn’t known what happened 
in the immediate aftermath of the 
attack. They are using those ques- 
tions in the final weeks before the 
Nov. 6 election as an opportunity 
to assail President Barack Obama 
on foreign policy. 

Clinton stressed that the inves- 
tigation “will take time.” Previous 
inquiries into attacks on diplomat- 
ic missions have taken months to 
complete. 

But faced with impatient Repub- 
licans in Congress, Clinton pledged 
that the State Department would 
share appropriate information 
with lawmakers as soon as possi- 
ble. MATTHEW LEE (AP)

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Rare Meningitis Outbreak Kills 4, Sickens 26 


Nashville, Tenn. 

An outbreak of a rare and deadly 
form of meningitis has now sick- 
ened 26 people in five states who 
received steroid injections, health 
officials said Wednesday. Four peo- 
ple have died. 

Eighteen of the cases are in Ten- 
nessee, where a Nashville clinic 
received the largest shipment of the 
steroid suspected in the outbreak. 
The drug was made by a specialty 
pharmacy in Massachusetts that 
has since issued a recall. 


Three cases have been reported 
in Virginia, two in Maryland, two 
in Florida and one in North Caroli- 
na. Two of the deaths were in Ten- 
nessee; Virginia and Maryland had 
one each, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said. 

More new cases are almost 
certain to appear in the com- 
ing days, said Tennessee Depart- 
ment of Health Commissioner 
John Dreyzehner. Cases in that 
state began in July and five new 
cases were confirmed over the past 
24 hours, he said Wednesday. 


Backstory 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion on Wednesday identified the 
maker of the medication suspect- 
ed in a meningitis outbreak as the 
New England Compounding Center. 
Last week, the specialty pharmacy 
in Framingham, Mass., issued a re- 
call of three lots of the injectable 
steroid, which is used to treat back 
pain. Company officials could not be 
immediately reached for comment 
Wednesday afternoon, (ap) 


“This is a serious illness, a seri- 
ous disease,” Marion Kainer of the 
Tennessee Health Department said 
Tuesday. “There is not a lot of expe- 
rience treating it, but we’re getting 
the best advice possible.” 

Investigators have been looking 
into at least three products used for 
the back injections that could have 
been tainted by the fungus that 
appears to be behind the illness- 
es. The primary suspicion, howev- 
er, has fallen on the steroid med- 
ication, which is commonly used 
for back pain, (ap)

Mapping a Cure 

Scientists have found a way to 
decode the DN A of sick newborns 
in just days instead of weeks, 
researchers in Kansas City, Mo., said 
Wednesday, meaning doctors may 
be able to start treatment earlier 
or avoid futile care.

Secretary-General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen, a former Danish prime min- 
ister, took office in 2009. NATO chiefs are 
appointed for four years, but the term is 
customarily extended by a year, (ap)

Tribesmen Accused of 
Cutting Power to Capital 

Yemen’s electricity company said 
Wednesday that protesting tribesmen 
blew up main pylons a day earlier, cutting 
off power to the capital, Sanaa. Power 
outages are common in Yemen, as are at- 
tacks on pylons and oil pipelines, (ap) 


llirkey Fires on Targets in Syria 


Official: Move comes 
after shell kills 5 in 
cross-border attack 


Istanbul 

Turkish artillery fired on Syrian 
targets Wednesday after shelling 
from Syria struck a border vil- 
lage in Turkey, killing five civil- 
ians, sharply escalating tensions 
between the two neighbors and 
prompting NATO to convene an 
emergency meeting. 

“Our armed forces at the bor- 
der region responded to this atro- 
cious attack with artillery fire on 
points in Syria that were detected 
with radar, in line with the rules 
of engagement,” the Turkish gov- 
ernment said in a statement from 
the prime minister’s office. 

Along the volatile border, a 
shell fired from inside Syria land- 
ed on a home in the Turkish vil- 
lage of Akcakale, killing five civil- 
ians, including some children, and 
wounding a dozen others, accord- 
ing to Turkish media. 

The shelling appeared to come 
from forces loyal to Syrian Pres- 



Meanwhile ... 

Three suicide bombers detonated cars packed with explosives in a gov- 
ernment-controlled area of the battleground Syrian city of Aleppo on Wednes 
day, killing at least 34 people, leveling buildings and trapping survivors under 
the rubble, state TV said. More than 120 people were injured, the government 
said. There was no immediate claim of responsibility, but the government 
blamed its opponents. The technique is a signature of al-Qaeda-style jihadist 
groups, some of which are known to have entered Syria’s civil war. (ap) 


Israel on Alert 

Dozens of armed men gathered on 
the Syrian side of the cease-fire 
line in the Israel-controlled Golan 
Heights on Wednesday, prompting 
authorities to close a tourist site 
as a precaution, the Israeli mili- 
tary said. An Israeli spokesman 
said it was unclear what the armed 
Syrians were doing, or whether 
they were rebels or regime forces. 
Israeli forces were on alert, (ap) 


ident Bashar Assad’s regime, 
which is fighting rebels backed 
by Turkey. 

NATO’s National Atlantic 
Council, which is composed of 
the national ambassadors, held 
an emergency meeting in Brussels 
on Wednesday night at Turkey’s 
request to discuss the incident. 

Turkey was likely to receive an 
expression of support from the alli- 
ance, though any imminent move 
by the NATO members to intervene 
militarily seems remote. NATO 
also held an emergency meeting 
when a Turkish jet was shot down 
by Syria in June, killing two pilots.

Italian Man Gives Up Protest Atop St. Peter’s Basilica 

Vatican City 

An Italian man gave up his protest 
atop St. Peter’s Basilica on Wednes- 
day evening, after more than 24 
hours perched on the 426-foot-high 
dome to demonstrate against gov- 
ernment reforms. 

Two firefighters helped pull 
Marcello De Finizio inside the basil- 
ica a full day after he had eluded 
Vatican security to scale the dome 
and unfurl a banner reading: “Help! 

Enough Monti!” — referring to 
President Mario Monti, the archi- 
tect of Italy’s economic reforms.

Iran Fights Rial’s Plunge 


Signs of Trouble 

The rial's sharp decline in Iran is attrib- 
uted to a combination of Western sanctions 
and government policies— such as fueling in- 
flation by increasing the money supply while 
also holding down bank interest rates. That 
prompted many people to withdraw their rials 
to exchange for foreign currency over the past months. The currency’s nose- 
dive has added to the burdens on Iran’s economy as it struggles with tougher

Tehran cracks down 
on money exchanges 
amid currency crisis 

Tehran, Iran 

Police threatened merchants who 
closed their shops in Tehran’s 
main bazaar and launched crack- 
downs on sidewalk money chang- 
ers Wednesday as part of a push to 
halt the plunge of Iran’s currency, 
which has shed more than a third 
its value in less than a week. 

The measures underscore the 
serious concern by officials facing 
one of the most potentially desta- 
bilizing scenarios, which has been 
partly blamed on the fallout from 
Western sanctions over Tehran’s 
nuclear program. 

Public anger has mounted over 
a punishing combination of a fall- 
ing currency and rising prices, 
which have put some staples such 


as chicken and lamb out of reach of 
many low-income Iranians. 

The shrinking rial also has 
rekindled bitter political feuds 
between President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad and his rivals, who 
say the crisis has also been fed by 
misguided monetary policies. 

Iran’s currency hit a record low 
of 35,500 rials against the U.S. dol- 
lar Tuesday on the unofficial street 
trading rate, which is widely fol- 


lowed in Iran. It was about 24,000 
to the dollar a week ago and close 
to 10,000 rials for $1 as recently 
as early 2011. 

Exchange houses were closed 
Wednesday and currency web- 
sites were blocked from provid- 
ing updates. Anti-riot police also 
patrolled the streets in central Teh- 
ran where freelance money deal- 
ers work. There were unconfirmed 
reports of arrests, (ap)

Gray Unveils Plan for Playoffs 



Costs for extra police, 
staff may run $800K 
if Nats go all the way 

Washington 

The District will spend as much 
as $76,000 per Nationals playoff 
game to provide extra police offi- 
cers, taxicab inspectors, traffic-con- 
trol officers and other city employ- 
ees at the stadium. 

If the Nationals were to make 
it through the World Series, that 
could add up to about $836,000. 
But according to Mayor Vincent 
Gray, it’s a small price to pay for 
the city’s first baseball playoffs 
since 1933. 

“The District will provide, as all 
major cities do in similar situations, 
additional security and traffic con- 
trol around the stadium during the 
playoffs,” said Gray, a Democrat, 
who outlined the city’s plans at his

Council member Jack Evans, 
D-Ward 2, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Finance and Revenue, 
estimated that each game could 
generate $500,000 in revenue, par- 
ticularly through taxes on hotels 
and restaurants. “I’m waiting 
to get a final fiscal impact state- 
ment,” he said. 



Backstory 

Technology firm LivingSocial 

stepped up to the plate last week and 
paid the $29,500 deposit that Metro 
requires to extend service for an ex- 
tra hour. (Tim O’Shaughnessy, co- 
founder and CEO of LivingSocial, is 
a son-in-law of Washington Post Co. 
Chairman Donald E. Graham.) 


Mayoral spokesman Pedro 
Ribeiro said the city would recoup 
the costs. “This is good for tour- 
ism,” he said. “... This is good for 
the area around the ballpark. 
We’re very confident. When it’s all 
added up, the city’s going to come 
out on top.” 

In addition to the police costs, 
more than $25,000 per game 
will go toward deploying about 
60 employees from the District 
Department of Transportation, 
most of them traffic-control offi- 
cers.

D.C. Council approves 
increase in seats for 
transportation body 

Washington 

The D.C. Council on Tuesday 
approved an expansion of the 
board of the regional transporta- 
tion authority overseeing the con- 
struction of a $5.6 billion Silver Line 
rail extension. 

Under the measure, the board of 
the Metropolitan Washington Air- 
ports Authority will grow to 17 mem- 
bers from 13, with D.C. and Mary- 
land each receiving an additional 
seat and Virginia getting two. 



Barbara Lang, head of the D.C. Chamber 
of Commerce, will join MWAA’s board. 


The council also voted to 
approve Barbara Lang, the pres- 
ident and chief executive of the 
D.C. Chamber of Commerce, to 
fill the District’s new seat on the 
board. 

The bill represents a compro- 
mise among regional leaders. Rep. 
Frank Wolf, R-Va., who sponsored 
the legislation in Congress, origi- 
nally sought to give all four seats 


— and thus majority control of 
the board — to Virginia. But lead- 
ers in the District and Maryland 
opposed that effort. 

Congress and the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly have passed bills 
to increase the size of the board, 
which is made up of appointees 
from the District, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the federal government.

For the first time, the Teddy 
Roosevelt mascot won the Pres-

Ryan Zimmerman

cot won the Presi- 
dents Race at Nationals Park for 
the first time. 

By winning their regular-sea- 
son finale, the Nationals clinched 
top seeding for the NL playoffs 
and will open on the road Sun- 
day at the winner of Friday’s wild- 
card game between Atlanta and 
St. Louis. Game 2 will also be at 
the wild-card winner’s stadium, 
before the best-of-five series shifts 
to Washington. 

Before Wednesday’s game, the 
Nationals were fitted for hats with 
postseason patches. A team from 
the nation’s capital hasn’t partic- 
ipated in Major League Baseball 
action beyond the regular season 
since the Senators lost the 1933 
World Series. 

All in all, it was a festive day for 
the announced crowd of 37,075 and 
the Nationals (98-64), a club that 
hadn’t finished higher than third 
place since moving from Montreal 
in 2005 and twice lost 100 games 
in a season. 

This is the first time the Expos/

Now that the presidential dehates have 
begun, everybody’s got an opinion about how 
this thing is going to turn out. Some have 
loud, kind of paranoid ones. Others have more 
rational and informed ones, including media 

wunderkinds Nate Silver and Sasha 
Issenberg — pros at crunching 
quantitative data, employing 
scientific methods and applying 
historical perspectives to analyze 
political races. 

Their areas of expertise make 
them a bit of a wonk dream 
team: Issenberg examines how 
campaigns try to influence voters 
before elections, while Silver writes 
about how to predict the results. 

Want to know whether Romney’s 
or Obama’s camp is doing a better 
job at mobilizing voters — actually 
getting them to register and turn 
out on polling day? Issenberg — Slate columnist 
and author of “The Victory Lab” ($26, Crown 
Publishers) — is your guy. 

Need to know which polls to trust or which 
presidential candidate to pick for an Election 
Day wager? Turn to Silver, stats star behind 
the New York Times’ Five'ThirtyEight blog and 
author of “The Signal and the Noise” ($28, The 
Penguin Press), katieaberbach (express)

Nate Silver finds himself answering 
one question fairly often these 
days. 

“People say, Would you place 
money on your election odds?’ ” 
says Silver, a statistician, writer 
and founder of the political 
blog FiveThirtyEight.com, 
which forecasts, among 
other things, the likelihood of 
victory for each of the two main 
presidential candidates. (The 
original site, which was picked up 
by the New York Times as a blog in 
2010, first started with presidential 
predictions in 2008 and takes its 
name from the number of electors 
in the U.S. electoral college.) 

“I probably do have a lot of 
money riding on” the outcome 
of Nov. 6, Silver says. He does, 
after all, stake his career on the 
reliability of his forecasts. 

Silver gained attention around 
the 2008 elections, when he 
correctly predicted the presidential 
voting results in 49 of 50 states — 
missing Indiana, which ended up 
going for Barack Obama by 1 percent 
— and all of the Senate races. (Prior 
to that. Silver dealt primarily in 
sports odds and developed PECOTA, 
a system for forecasting baseball 
performance.) 

As this year’s election draws

closer. Silver realizes a lot of eyes 
are again on him. The Times slot 
has given FiveThirtyEight a much 
wider audience, and he’s become a 
nerd-chic hero in political circles. 
He’s also just published his first 
book, “The Signal and the Noise,” 
about the science of predictions 
— what makes some forecasts 
succeed and others fail. 

Silver formulates forecasts 
for FiveThirtyEight by compiling 
polls, weighing their data and 
running the numbers through 
complex calculations. Because so 
many polls are factored in, “our 
predictions tend to be relatively 
stable” from day to day. Silver says. 
Still, it’s possible that an October 
surprise could skew the numbers 
dramatically for the candidates, and 
by that point, he says, it could be too 
late for the loser to catch up. 

That element of chance is what 
keeps Silver from feeling overly 
confident in his forecasts — a 
good thing, in his eyes, since he 
says those who are too confident 
in their predictions are the ones 
you should trust the least. 

And, as Silver would know 
better than most, “people tend 
to make better predictions when 
they have financial incentives to 
get them right.”

At one point in Sasha Issenberg’s 
new book, “The Victory Lab,” 
2008 Obama campaign consultant 
Ken Strasma says something 
unsettling: “We knew who ... 
people were going to vote for 
before they decided.” 

Sci-fi as this sounds, it 
may actually be true, thanks 
to a sophisticated algorithm 
that predicted individuals’ views 
based on weekly polling calls to 
thousands of voters in the months 
before elections, among other data. 
There’s nothing illegal or unethical 
about it, but “there are all sorts of 
reasons why this stuff can sound 
creepy,” Issenberg says. 

“I am not a number! I am a free 
man!” you may be saying. Well, 
even if you don’t want political 
campaigns making assumptions 
about you and your ballot, there’s 
not much you can do about it. 

“If you vote, or if you’re 
registered to vote, your voter 
registration information is public,” 
Issenberg says. “And that already 
is the basis for campaigns’ starting 
to draw conclusions about you. 
And they will draw conclusions 
about you.” 

Ick factor aside, the “secret 
science” of how campaign 
strategists have worked to win 


votes over the past decade is 
important and interesting — and 
it hasn’t gotten much notice in 
the mainstream media, Issenberg 
believes. (Which is what spurred 
him to write “The Victory Lab” in 
the first place.) 

Rather than trying to turn 
out supporters by “brute force” 
using ads, as campaigns 
traditionally did, strategists 
are shifting to subtler 
forms of persuasion. They’re 
“microtargeting” smaller pockets 
of desired voters, whose behavior 
they believe they can influence: 
Individuals who seem likely to 
sympathize with the candidate but 
unlikely to actually make it out on 
Election Day are the focus of voter 
registration drives; individuals 
who appear undecided or likely to 
shift allegiances are solicited with 
personalized, persuasive direct 
mailings or calls. 

“Campaigns are a lot less 
focusing on changing people’s 
minds than they are on changing 
their behavior,” Issenberg says. 

So, you can be sure someone out 
there will be pleased if you make 
it to the polls. That is, of course, if 
they didn’t already know you were 
going to go before even you did.

It’s been eight years since the Jon 
Spencer Blues Explosion —fornner D.C. 
resident Jon Spencer, guitarist Judah Bauer 
and drunnnner Russell Sinnins — released 
its last album of skuzzy, R&B-drenched 
rock 'n' roll. New disc “Meat + Bone" proves 
the long-running New York trio are as 
combustible as ever. 

The three of you recorded “Meat +

For instance, in “Adults 
Alone,” the book’s oddly touching 
standout piece, two middle-class 
parents spend a kid-free weekend 
trying to reconnect with each other 
by doing a bunch of crack. 

‘The End of Alice’: This 1996 

novel — told from the point of view of 
Chappy, a child killer corresponding 
from prison with a 19-year-old girl — 
freaked people out. Homes published 
a companion volume, “Appendix A: 
An Elaboration on the Novel ‘The 
End of Alice,’ ” to explain Chappy’s 
motivations. 


‘The L Word’: Homes, who 
is bisexual, wrote for seasons 2 
and 3 of the Showtime series. She 
kindly helped send brooding writer 
Jenny Schecter and her gender- 
transitioning partner, Moira, on a 
nerve-racking cross-country tour 
of terrifying rednecks and small- 
town gay bars. 

The Mistresses Daughter’: 

Homes, who was adopted, 
chronicled reconnecting with her 
birth parents in this 2007 memoir. 
Things didn’t go perfectly (with 
her mentally ill mother, especially), 
yet this turned out to be one of 
Homes’ most accessible books.

Lucky PLush smashes 
modern dance’s heady 
reputation with dialogue, 
plot and pop-cuLture nods 


Stage 

Modern dance gets a bad rap for being 
abstract and obscure, and that’s the 
first thing that sets contemporary 
dance company Lucky Plush apart 
from the pack. The Chicago-based 
ensemble is known for thoughtful and 
challenging works that nonetheless 
manage to include the audience along 
the way. 

The compan 3 A’s newest performance, 
“The Better Half,” goes several steps 
further in deviating from typical 
modern-dance conventions. Loosely 
based on the 1944 noir film “Gaslight,” 
the show includes dialogue, pop 
references and even something 
resembling a plot — elements virtually 
unheard of in most modern-dance 
pieces. 

This was an intentional effort, says 
founder and artistic director Julia

Rhoads. For this performance, she 
collaborated with Leslie Buxbaum 
Danzig, a Chicago-based theater 
director, a union that opened up a 
plethora of possibilities. 

“I think one reason Leslie and I are 
drawn to working together is that we’re 
both interested in being accessible to 
audiences,” Rhoads says. “But while 
there are definite thematic arcs and 
through-lines in my work, it’s not 
usually this narrative.” 

Rhoads says that she and Danzig 
started out thinking they might make 
a dance-theater piece about “Anna 
Karenina,” but ultimately found they 
were more interested in a broader 


theme: the idea of someone trapped 
in a role they’d like to shed. That led 
to “Gaslight,” the tale of a woman 
whose mendacious husband tries to 
convince her she’s crazy. Instead of a 
pure rehash of that story, though, this 
show is a meditation on the essence 
of identity. 

“The performance starts with five 
main characters who are handed their 
character names [while onstage] and 
grow into their roles,” Rhoads says. “But 
at a certain point, they grow dissatisfied 
with those roles.” From there, the piece 
opens up to other storylines and scripts, 
including “The Bourne Identity” and 
Ingmar Bergman’s “Scenes from a 
Marriage.” 

If the performance sounds like it 
could go off the rails or become hard to 
follow, fret not. Rhoads assures that the 
piece coheres to one basic theme that 
isn’t obscured by dialogue or humor. 

“It’s ultimately following a central 
marriage,” she says. “The ultimate 
takeaway is the resiliency of people in 
relationship to each other.” 

And that’s something understandable 
by any audience, amanda abrams

Many powerful women are interred 
here; obtain the self-guided tour bro- 
chures “Educators, Agitators & Lawyers” 
and “Women of Arts and Letters.”

Layer of Doubt 

It is a verifiable fact that, when pre- 
sented with any part of a fish that still 
contains skin and is not cleverly con- 
cealed inside sushi, nine out of 10 indi- 
viduals will be kind of grossed out. 

I ann annong that overwhelnning 
nnajority. And yet here I ann, about to 
tell you what's so great about eating 
fish skin. 

I’nn talking specifi- 
cally about the salnn- 
onskin garnish on the 
salnnon belly appetiz- 
er at Mitsitann Native 
Foods Cafe ($16; Na- 
tional Museunn of the 
Annerican Indian, 4th 
Street and Independence Avenue SW; 
Mitsitanncafe.conn). Part of the restau- 
rant's new fall nnenu, the dish also in- 
cludes a chunk of snnoky, cedar pa- 
per-wrapped salmon belly (a tender, 
fatty fillet), salmon roe and squash 
bread pudding. 

The garnish is simply thin slices of 
dried salmon skin (made by cooking 
the skin on an oven's heated flat-top 
for a few minutes, according to chef 
Richard Hetzler). 

Despite being kind of grossed out 
by the skin's telltale silver sheen and 
fearing a chewy texture and over- 
ly salty flavor, I genuinely enjoyed the 
skin. It hardly tasted salty and was 
only subtly fishy. What's more, its 
crispy texture reminded me of an old 
familiar friend: the potato chip. 

It is not a verifiable fact, but I'd 
wager that, when presented with 
dried salmon skin, nine out of 10 in- 
dividuals will be kind of grossed out 
— and then completely change their 
minds.

The Big Pig-Out 


Epic Smokehouse is 
a handsome setting 
for sweet barbecue 

Wayne Halleran and Joon Yang 
appear to be channeling their former 
employer, the Palm Restaurant 
in Tysons Corner, with their new 
Epic Smokehouse. Based in the 
Millennium at Metropolitan 
Park near Pentagon City, a 
the 86-seat dining 
room overlooking a 
tidy expanse of grass 
raises the design bar for 
barbecue joints. 

The booths are epic and 
swathed in dark leather. Sleek 
copper lights illuminate the tables. 
The slender backdrop for smoked 
food feels bigger than it is, thanks 
to tilted mirrors near the ceiling 
that capture the action below, like 
a film strip. 


Much of the menu originates in a 
wood-stoked Southern Pride Smoker, 
including the beef for the chili and 
the pork ribs that go from sweet to 
sassy with their seasoning of brown 
sugar, dried chipotle and Old Bay 
spice. The latter dish, apportioned 
as if for Fred Flinstone, comes with 
golden hand-cut fries and coleslaw 
that could use more binder. Shored 
up with leek-sweetened 
^ smashed potatoes. Epic’s 
plump chicken benefits 
from brining before it is 
' roasted. 

Side-step the dry, 
dull “pig rolls” made with 
wonton wrappers. And avoid 
the temptation to try the bacon- 
topped cupcakes. Halleran, who 
is the kitchen head as well as a 
co-owner here, says the dessert sells 
“like hot cakes.” I’ll take the hot 
cakes over the cloying alternative. 

The chow begs for beer or

wine, neither of which was poured 
during my early visit. Once they 
get approval to serve the strong 
stuff, the restaurateurs hope their 
60 -bottle wine program also will 
distance Epic from the barbecue- 
joint competition. 

The place already stands apart 
for a handy fixture to the side of the 
upscale dining room: a big sink for 
washing away evidence of a pigout.

Stewart and O'ReiUy 
talk trash ahead of 
Saturday's debate 

Politics 

One is from Fox News, the other 
Comedy Central. They might as 
well be the Capulets and the Mon- 
tagues. 

Despite their opposing sides on 
the political spectrum, something 
almost like — gasp! — friendship 
has evolved between Bill O’Reilly 
and Jon Stewart. The two have fre- 
quently appeared on each other’s 
shows, exhibiting actual respect for 
the other’s views. (Proof: O’Reilly 
will appear as a guest on Thurs- 
day’s “The Daily Show”) 

On Saturday, Stewart and 
O’Reilly will square off in a sold- 
out mock debate at George Wash- 
ington University’s Lisner Audi- 
torium, to be streamed online at 
Therumble2012.com for $4.95, with 
half the proceeds going to charity. 
As the two prepare for the clash 
in their respective corners — the 
event has been dubbed “The Rum- 
ble in the Air-Conditioned Audito- 
rium” — Stewart and O’Reilly took 
a moment to reflect on their special 
relationship. 

“I think he idolizes me secret- 
ly and that’s what it’s all about,” 
O’Reilly says. 

Stewart, in turn, compares them 
to “The Princess and the Pea.” 

“And I’m going to go with me as 
the pea,” he says. 

But both, in separate phone 
interviews, also quickly follow those 
descriptions with praise. O’Reilly 
calls the “Daily Show” host “a good 
guy” and “very talented.” 

When it was suggested that 


their relationship is one based on 
both mutual respect and mutual 
disgust, Stewart laughs but says: “I 
enjoy talking to the guy. I find him 
very entertaining. He’s got a good 
sense of humor. He’s smart. I think 
he comes by his views honestly. I 
can’t say I agree with him. 

“He’s like comfort food for me,” 
Stewart says. “I feel like I grew up 
around these guys. He’s my shep- 
herd’s pie.” 

Their 90 -minute debate, which 
follows Wednesday’s showdown 
between President Barack Obama 
and Republican nominee Mitt Rom- 
ney, will be conducted like a presi- 
dential debate (albeit with less strict 
time restraints) and moderated by 
CNN’s E.D. Hill. 

The “O’Reilly Factor” host says 


their tete-a-tete might actually be 
more substantial than the “over- 
rehearsed” presidential debates. 
Their event, O’Reilly says, will cover 
about five issues, such as the econ- 
omy, terrorism and “why Stewart’s 
a communist.” 

“We’re actually going to talk 
honestly here,” he says. “With us, 
we’ll just let it fly: This is the way 
I feel, this is how I see it. There’s 
none of that censoring or calcu- 
lating. That’s one of the reasons I 
wanted to do it.” 

It was O’Reilly who approached 
Stewart with the idea. 

“I didn’t have much of a choice,” 
Stewart says. “First of all, bow’d the 
guy get my number? Second of all, 
he just calls up and says: ‘Stewart.
